Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper, chief of 
the scientific team, said many 
of the thousands of craterlets 


seen for the first time on Al 
phonsus’ flow were not caused 
bv meteorite impact. "They can 
only be the result of volcanic 
activity,” he said 
Suprisingly.

WASHINGTON (N EA ) - Ho 
Chi M irths southern expedition­ 
ary arm y—the 35.000-man Viet 
Cong main line force—has not 
one. but three Achilles’ heels. 
^ et even with their problems, 
the northern troops are well-of­ 
ficered. well-tra.ned and heavi­ 
ly indoctrinated—and not likely 
to be bombed out by U.S. air 
power. Significant weaknesses,! 
however, are nevertheless pres 
ent: 
1. This Red army relies on 
North Vietnamese troops. These 
men have had guerrilla training, 
but are not true guerrillas They 
are a far Cary from the guerril­ 
la-bred veterans Hanoi was once 
sending south. Unlike their pre­ 
decessors of 1961, ’62 and 63, 
they are strangers in South Viet 
Nam. They don’t know the ter­ 
rain or the people. Ttiey can­ 
not Ilk 
pi lorn 11 as fadp so easi­ 
ly into the countryside. 
These troops are suckers for 
ambushes TTieir escape routes 
can be cut off more easily than 
can 
the 
retreat 
of guerrilla 
forces. Villages can more read­ 
ily be induced to spy on these 
strangers. 
I In many places 
in South 
Viet Nam, tte difficulty has 
been that many villagers have 
sons, husbands, uncles, cousins 
and neighbors in the VC. They 
don’t want to spy on kin or 
friends i 
2. This arm y's weapons are 
being standardized. Ifs troops, 
therefore, 
depend 
on 
heavy 
shipments of ammunition, re­ 
pair parts and supplies from 
the North. These must come in 
by sea or over a long, tortuous 
land route. Such supply lines 
are vulnerable. 
A World W ar II system of 
local coast watchers could be 
effective in pinpointing where 
seaborne shipments are landed 
These watchers spot the small 
ships and junks and make notes 
of what they see. Their simple 
reports would make it possible 
to see Communist shipping pat- 
Jjerr.s. 
As patterns were developed, 
s e l e c t i v e reconnaisance by 
sm all patrols could catch these 
boats in their unloading. 
Once 
these 
supplies 
are 
shipped in, they'll take consid­ 
erable warehousing. (This is not 
ordinary guerrilla arms, ammu­ 
nition and supplies, but logisti­ 
cal support for the equivalent 
of more than two regular army 
field divisions — though these 
troops are broke up into regi­ 
ments, battalions and sm aller 
independent units ) Such quan­ 
tities of supplies, however well 
divided, are not easily hidden 
from good intelligence men. 
3. This main line arm y’s men 
are heavily susceptible to prop­ 
aganda and psychological war­ 
fare. 
These 
troops 
are 
fighting 
away from their fam ilies and 
tend to get strongly homesick.! 
(One of the successful Viet Cong; 
recruiting arguments in the past I 
has been that government forc­ 
es take the boy away from home 
to fight, while the VC let him 
fight in his own neighborhood. I 
VC desertions mount in units 
that are moved away from their 
own communities. I 
The northerners have been in­ 
doctrinated to believe they are 
going to fight white foreigners. 
Numbers of them have been 
sickened when they found them­ 
selves fighting fellow Vietna­ 
mese. 
These men have been fired 
up with stories about “ down­ 
trodden" South Vietnamese. De­ 
serters from Ho’s expeditionary 
arm y say they were shocked to 
find the South Vietnamese they’d 
been sent to “ rescue’’ living bet­ 
ter than their own fam ilies in 
the North. 
Carefully developed propagan­ 
da campaigns could Step up the 
rate of desertions and make the 
expeditionary troops more pas­ 
sive in their fighting This psy 
chological push would center 
around: 
-Hom e, fam ily and laneli 
ness. 
—The evils of coming down 
to fight their brothers in the 
South. 
—How well the southern farm­ 
ers are living compared with 
^ 
villagers in the North and how 
the 
troops 
from 
the 
North 
should join the South in ousting 
the Red regime at Hanoi so 
their friends and fam ilies could 
have a higher standard of liv 
jag and more freedom.

gomery. 
The “City.” a 40*cre complex 
where civil rights forces heki a 
huge rally Wednesday night, 
includes a hospital, school and 
church 
The Catholic city, which ac­ 
tually is inside the city limits af 
Montgomery , was founded 31 
years ago by the late Father 
Harold Purcell. He named it 
after Saint Jude, whom he 
called the saint (rf the impossi­ 
ble ” 
Beginning in 1934 with a small 
plot of land. aFther Purcell so­ 
licited contributions throughout 
the country and over the world 
to build the complex which now 
is valued at about HQ million. 
Father Purcee. who d i e d in 
1952. followed his own theory 
kiwi 
takes longer 
In 1937. he built a church, fol­ 
lowed by a convent for teaching 
sisters and a social center in 
1938. A large elementary and 
high school followed in IMS and 
the hospital was opened in 1951. 
The school now has an enroll­ 
ment of SSO students and the 
hospital has a total of 22S beds, 
including a 50-bed crippled chil­ 
dren’s clinic. 
When the hospital was dedi­ 
cated m 1961. Father Purcell 
said: 
* I came to Montgomery IGW 
years ago to help the colored 
people along educational lines, 
but I found conditions such as to 
move me to put health above 
education.” 
He said his contributions tor 
the hospital came “ in driblets'’ 
from over the United States and 
from many other countries, in­ 
cluding England. Scotland and 
Ireland 
“ And mainly from the poor. 
Hie very poor. 80.000 of them, 
but rich in the faith that much 
good 
can 
be 
accomplished 
here.” he said 
Father Purcell, a native of 
Philadelphia, came here from 
New York City, where he had 
founded the Catholic publica­ 
tion. The Sign. 
Father Paul J Militancy, who 
took over as head of the city in 
1981. said the hospital has been 
integrated since its dedication 
and is to his knowledge the onh 
hospital in Alabama which has 
an integrated staff of physi­ 
cians. 
There are six priests at Saint 
Jude’s, and nurses and teachers 
come from the Dincentian Sis­ 
ters of Charity in Pittsburgh, j

Father MuUaney’s only com­ 
ment on the marchers’ use of 
the Saint Jude grounds is:

NEW YORK (AP) — About 2,- 
500 years ago an Egyptian chi­ 
seled an alabaster statue of 
Sema-Tawytefnakht, a power m 
the court of King Psamtik I. 
Now we know he depicted the 
handsome gent sitting cross- 
legged. e r e c t but relaxed, his 
hands resting on tile calves of 
his legs. and wearing a big grin 
on his face. 
We wouldn't have the whole 
picture without years of detec­ 
tive work by Bernard Bothmer 
of the Brooklyn Museum. 


Sometime in antiquity the 
statue was broken in half at the 
abdomen and elbows. 
The two halves were sepa­ 


rated for centuries. But Both­ 
mer 
got 
Sema-Tawytefnakht 
back together again. 
The top half was purchased in 
1951 by' the Virginia Museum of 
Fine Arts in Richmond, on 
Bothmer s advice.

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Freeport Bill 
Approved by

DENTER (AP* - The Sen 
ate gave initial approval to the 
‘ freeport'* 
bill 
which 
would 
shish taxation on merchandise 
stored in the state for shipment 
elsewhere 


The bill previously passed the 
House and is a key point in Gov. I 
John A. Love's program. 
The measure comes up for fi­ 
nal Senate approval Thursday, 
with all indications it will pass 
This would make it the first 
major bill to clear the Legisla­ 
ture since it opened its session 
Jan. 6. 
The bill would provide that 
1966 stocks of goods for sale out­ 
side the state would be as­ 
sessed for property taxes at 
only 17.5 per cent of actual val­ 
ue compared to the present 30 
per cent. In 1967 and thereafter 
the assessments would be at the 
rate of 5 per cent. 
Sen. Richard F. Hobbs. D-Pu- 
eblo, tried unsuccessfully 
to 
amend the bill so that assess­ 
ment would have been reduced 
only at the rate of 5 per cent 
annually. He contended that Pu­ 
eblo residents are not opposed 
to freeport legislation but said 
the schedule for the bill is too 
fast. 
Sen. Wilkie Ham, D-Lamar. 
declared that other taxpayers 
would have to make up the loss 
of revenue resulting from re­ 
ductions in assessments on mer­ 
chandise. He said persons using 
the freeport bill would be “get­ 
ting by with murder'* and that 
the proposal would "crucify the 
country people*’ as well as 
homeowners in cities. 
Tile Republican floor leader 
Sen. Paul Wenke, of Fort Col-j 
lins pointed out that platforms 
of both political parties call for 
freeport legislation and said the 
state is getting industry be­ 
cause passage of freeport leg­ 
islation has been expected. 
Also supporting the bill, Sen.) 
Frank L. Gill. R-Hillrose. said 
eventually the state will lose 
taxes and jobs if it fails to pass 
the measure because warehous­ 
es will be built outside Colora­ 
do. 
He contended that lack of this 
type of legislation has caused 
Gates Rubber Co. and Continen­ 
tal Airlines to move operations 
outside Colorado. 
At various times the debate 
drifted into politics and a dis­ 
pute over state finances At one 
point Sen. Floyd Oliver, D-Gree- 
ley, who was presiding, recog­ 
nized a senator “for another 
campaign speech." 
On a standing vote Hobbs got 
only three votes for his amend­ 
ment — his own, that of Sen. 
Vincent Massari, D-Pueblo and 
Sen. Sam T. Taylor, D-Walsen- 
burg. 
Taylor objected to provisions 
of the bill saying, ‘‘we are just 
giving the big boys a break." 
The Senate quit for lunch 
without ratifying its intial de­ 
cision on the freeport bill and 
several others, but the margin 
left no doubt of their adoption. 
Also passed was a revised bill 
calling for elimCation of junk­ 
yards close to major highways. 
Its principal sponsor was Sen.

Old Conservative ^ 
Tackles Drop-Out 
Problem in Texas 
By JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
DALLAS — The rap on politi­ 
cal conservatives is that they 
are oblivious to the needs of the 
complicated twentieth century. 
But it is the contention of this 
column that to wait on govern­ 
ment to produce welfare is the 
lazy and ineffective method of 
doing things. Actually, the po­ 
litical conservative is often in 
the forefront of movements to 
create the welfare society as 
something distinct from the wel­ 
fare state. 
This was borne in on me anew 
when I dropped in to visit with 
Robert Morris, an old friend 
from New York who moved to 
Dallas in the nineteen fifties. 
Bob Morris, formerly a crack 
special counsel to senatorial in­ 
vestigating committees in Wash­ 
ington and a judge in New 
York City, has had his own ca­ 
reer in politics. 
I? tnrm out that he is now in 
the middle of a voluntary ex­ 
periment which, if it proves suc­ 
cessful. will do much to solve 
college dropouts. I found him 
with his sleeves rolled up. so 
to speak, in a one-story rented 
•‘temporary campus’’ of the 
brand-new University of Plano 
which Bob has started with 
some fifty students in hopes that 
he has the key to reclaiming 
dropouts who have been forced 
to quit college because of neu­ 
rological troubles dating back 
to the first years of life. He is 
doing this as an extension of the 
work of Glenn Doman, the di­ 
rector of the Institutes for the 
Achievement of Human Poten­ 
tial in Philadelphia. Pa., and 
Dr. Carl H. Delacato, director 
of the Institute for Learning 
Disability, who have made the 
astounding discovery that 
if 
children can be taken at a 
later age through the normal 
experiences of the first couple 
of years of life, healthy brain 
cells can be trained to take 
over the motor responses 
of 
brain cells damaged at birth. 
Bob Morris was propelled in­ 
to his new adventure by his ex­ 
perience with this three-year-old 
son William, whp was backward 
in speech. Willie had various 
I symptoms of neurological dis­ 
turbance: his eyes did not focus 
properly, he had “mixed deomi- 
nance” * an inability to decide in 
favor of right or left hand), and 
he could not learn to talk. 
The Doman-Delacato team of 
Philadelphia, learning that Wil­ 
lie had had a moment of oxy­ 
gen deficiency at birth, coun­ 
selled Bob and his wife Joan 
literally to put Willie "back on 
the floor,’* forcing 1dm to go 
through the motor routines of 
earliest infancy. For eighteen 
rigorous months the Morris fam­ 
ily watched Willie laboriously 
go through the crawling and 
creeping stage that he had miss­ 
ed as a baby. This focused his 
eyes, corrected some fundamen­ 
tal motor “cross patterns,” and 
soon Willie was talking 
and 
throwing a ball, better than his 
older brothers. 
On further investigation of the 
source of this "magic,” Bob 
Morris learned that tile Do­ 
man-Delacato team had taken 
nine boys at the Chestnut Hill 
Academy of Philadelphia who 
had made the lowest scores on 
Princeton College board apti­ 
tude tests and lifte them by an 
average of 65 points after one- 
half hour per day of the crawl- 
ing-screeping regimen for six 
weeks. *his seemed sufficient 
evidence to Bob Morris to im­ 
pel him to create bis Univer­ 
sity of Plano for a ‘*1)1101 study” 
experiment Some fifty school 
and 
college 
drop-outs, 
after ’ 
neurological evaluation by Mr. 
Doman and Dr. Delacato, are 
now mixing English, mathemat- s 
ics and sociological studies at 
the new University of Planto, 
with sessions of motor pathway * 
reconstruction that take place 
literally "on the floor.” 
It is an exciting adventure, 
and if it worts out as the ex­ 
periment at the Chestnut Hill; 
Academy worked out, it could 
be one answer to a national 
problem.

The use of tear gas in such 
cases is officially considered 
more humane than bombings 
and gunfire, but the cost in 
worldwide public opinion now 
has to be considered. 
That there was a bad blunder 
in the

was disclosed last Monday is 
generally agreed among John­ 
son administration leaders An 
Army spokesman in Saigon said

The gas 
was described as temporarily 
disabling. It was not sharply 
defined as the kind of gas some­ 
times used by police forces over 
the world against rioters.

cilities. overnight cottages, bri­ 
dle paths, hiking trails, horse­ 
shoe stakes, fragrant gardens. 
a miniature golf course and a 
swimming pool. 
Some safety features would be 
required, such as handrails on 
trails and a fence around the 
property. Sighted persons would 
supervise the activities. 
Elaborate protective devices 
would not be needed, however, 
said George However, a Sandy 
attorney who helped organize 
the foundation. 
‘•Blind persons do quite well," 
he said. using his own experi­ 
ence as authority 
Howeiler lost his sight sever­ 
al years ago. 
Already installed Is a bicycle 
track, which operates like a 
merry-go-round. Blind persons 
ride bicycles which are at­ 
tached to an anchored center 
wheel. 
About eight acres of the site 
have been cleared of brush. A 
well is being drilled, and Boy 
Scouts have done some work on 
the trails. 
The rest of the property has 
received little attention, how­ 
ever, and most of the facilities 
still are in the planning stage. 
That includes a library and mu­ 
seum. 
Funds have been the main 
problem. 
The foundation has received 
dbout $5,000 rn donations and 
bm spew most of it. Contribu­ 
tions keep trickling in,

mach more is needed.

Although such amounts ap­ 
pear to be a long way off. foun­ 
dation backers are not discour- 
aged. 
The foundation wants to in­ 
terest blind groups in Washing 
ton and Idaho in the idea of 
making the project a coopera­ 
tive venture. Some preliminary 
discussions 
have 
been 
held. 
There are some 9.000 blind per­ 
sons in the three states. 
One thought is eventually to 
make the site available to oth­ 
er handicapped persons. 
-We have a lot of ideas,'* 
Howeiler said, “but all this 
takes time, and we have to 
make our plans from year to 
year.*’ 
The foundation first gained 
notice when it held a dedication 
at the campsite in the summer 
of ISO. Several hundred per­ 
sons attended. Free lunch was 
served, and Wind youngsters 
were given pony rides. 
Since then, the Gresham Elks 
Club has been a major contri­ 
butor. It has provided about 
<2.500, much of it through wom­ 
en’s projects. 
Howeiler has been working on 
foundation {dans ever since be 
talked with Mrs. Oral Hull, a 
Sandy area resident who want 
ed to donate the river property 
to a charitable organization 
The idea of a campsite for the 
blind grew out of those talks 
With the volunteer work of 
some attorneys, tax-exempt Ste 
bis was gained last November 
“We're now in a better posi­ 
tion to solicit funds,’’ Howeiler 
said.

Mrs. Hall commented on the 
letter her stepson. Spec. 4 Lance 
R Hall. 20. sent to her recently 
from Viet Nam in which he

Mrs. Hall sent the letter on to 
President Johnson with a note 
saying she thought the Presi 
dent would like to hear what one 
soldier is thinking about Ameri­ 
ca's part in the Viet Nam crisis. 
Johnson wrote Mrs 
Hall, 
thanking her "for sharing with 
me the thoughts of your fine 
son written thousands of miles 
away in Viet Nam." 
Mrs. Hall said in an interview 
Wednesday that before she re­ 
ceived the letters from her step­ 
son. she had begun to wonder if 
the United States shouldn’t pull 
out 
Then I received Lance's let­ 
ters and they told me that there 
was a good reason to be in Viet 
Nam." she said "They told mc 
that here was a boy right there 
who could see what was being 
accomplished and I knew then 
that we must stay there " 
"I remember then how I felt 
so many times in Europe and 
how much easier it is to believe 
in a cause when you are there." 
she said. 
She said Lance showed her in 
letters how "we are at lait 
making progress here with the 
South Vietnamese people." 
"He showed me and told me 
how we were making friends 
with the people there and how 
they needed us and we had to 
help them." Mrs. Hall said 
"I used to think the situation 
was a hopeless one where the 
government there couldn't even 
manage itself," she said. "But 
Lance showed me a different 
picture.” 
She said Lance, the 9on of her j 
former husband by an earlier 
marriage, had not lived with 
her for many years until he 
came to her at the age of 16. 
"He was a very disinterested 
boy," she said. "He couldn't 
even get interested enough in 
school to finish high school. So 
he dropped out and went into 
the Army because there wasn't 
anything else to do. 
"Now, at long last, he has 
found something to really inter­ 
est him — the welfare of people 
he never saw before. He has a 
cause to fight for and I'm not 
going to let him down." 
She said she realized that his 
remaining in Viet Nam was a 
high risk, and added: "He is 
there not only because some­ 
body has to be there, but be­ 
cause he believes we have to be 
there. I am glad the President 
read the letter and commented 
oo it. 
"Lance has done a lot of 
growing up in the Army, hut 
knowing that President Johnson 
bas been given encouragement 
by his letter will mean a lot to 
Lance."

At worst, it was called 
a sellout of Papuans from one 
form of colonialism to another. 
Theoretically, it bound the Su­ 
karno government to grant the 
Papuans eventual self-determin­ 
ation.

Since membership on the bi­ 
partisan board is limited to two 
from each district there is no 
vacancy to which Miller can he 
appointed.

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Freedom Still 
Lacking Behind 
iron Curtain

NEW YORK tNEAi - The 
tragedy of Mihajlo Mihajlov. the 
young Yugoslav enter who lost 
his teaching job and is threat­ 
ened with the loss af his liberty. 
is another reminder that true 
freedom cannot exist even rn 
the most benevolent of dictator­ 
ships. 
According to Persident Tito 
himself. Mihajlov was guilty of 
a serious crime against the Yu­ 
goslav state when he dared to 
write the truth about Russia. 
In an essay printed in the 
Yugoslav literary journal. "De- 
k).” the 30-vear-old writer and 
scholar, though a Communist 
himself, described the tragedies 
of R u s s i a ' s concentration 
camps "The first death camps 
were not formed by the Ger 
mans, but by the Russians." Mi- 
hajlov wr o t e , among other 
things 
President Tito, the benevolent 
dictator who is often .described 
as a liberal by some American 
intellectuals, was incensed. But 
not because be was unaware 
that Mihajlov wrote the truth 
Even the present Russian rul­ 
ers have been compelled to re­ 
veal the unbridled reign of ter 
roc under Stalin and the enormi 
ly af the crimes perpetrated by 
th fir predecessor in the Kreni 
Vin. Tito himself was nearly one 
of Stalin s many victims 
But Marxist • Leninist dicta­ 
tors—whether they're ‘ revision 
tsts’’ like Yugoslavia? president 
or “dogmatists ' Idle Red Chi­ 
na's Mao Tbe-tung—are brothers 
under the skin despite their dif­ 
ferences over Communist doc­ 
trine 
In Tito's eyes. Mihajlov's un­ 
varnished expose of lie in the 
Soviet dictatorship was a re­ 
flection on his own rule. For a 
similar "crime" Milo van Djilas 
—once Tito's closest friend and 
collaborator—is serving a nine- 
year prison sentence 
Such a fate, it is clear, is also 
awaiting young Mihajlov 
He 
has already been denounced by 
Yugoslavia's regimented press 
as a man with a "deranged 
psyche" and a writer of “soul 
less fiction " The editor of the 
journal which printed hts essay 
was forced to resign and the 
offending issue has been with­ 
drawn from circulation. 
It was Tito himself who hint­ 
ed that young Mihajlov faces 
a grim future in Yugoslavia. 
In a speech to a frightened dele­ 
gation from the office of the 
public prosecutor, the liberal 
dictator said: 
"You ought to have instituted 
. an inquiry immediately against 
the person who wrote the arti­ 
cle and printed your decision in 
the press. It was necessary to 
make known that an indictment 
was raised against him." 
When I talked with Djilas in 
Belgrade he had just completed j 
serving one jail term and was 
abdat to begin another. He was 
a resigned but heroic man. Hej 
would not “confess" his errors I 
or plead for a pardon. 
People like Djilas and Miha­ 
jlov are today to be found in all 
countries ruled by dictators 
They continue to fight a lonely 
battle for freedom and human 
decency, though the o d d s are 
against them. 
How much more heroic aret 
these fearless men behind the 
Iron Curtain than the assorted 
American professors who, en-, 
joying Die benefits of a demo­ 
cratic society, sponsors news­ 
paper 
advertisements 
which 
castigate United States policy 
in Viet Nam and elsewhere— 
without ever troubling to learn 
the true facts? 
When win the American "lib­ 
eral” intellectuals, or their Eu­ 
ropean . counterparts, 
protest 
agen t the persecution of men 
like Djilas, Mihajlov or Joaif 
Brodsky, the young Russian poet : 
who chose exile rather than to 
mhratt to Communist party dic­ 
tates?
